BIBLE TEXTS ON GOLD LEAF 


A Cnrioui Practice That Is la Vognc 


Among EnellKh Gold- 


beater*. 


People outside of regular dealers in 


gold leaf are occasionally surprise 
when they purchase books of the ma 
terial to find that {he paper leaves be 
tweea the sheets of gold have texts o 
Scripture printed on them. 
Look 


elofaer they find that the paper leave 
are actually cut from the Bible. Speak 
icg of this, the head of a New Yor] 
firm which deals in gold leaf said: 


"The gold leaf which is put up in 


books made from paper leaves out fron 
the Bible comes from England. There 
is no intention 1o be irreverent in pack 
ing the gold leaf in this way. Most o 
it goes to the storey where they sell 
artistb' materials, and is packed be 
tween printed sheets because tbe sligh 
indentations in the paper made by th 
printing terve to hold the delicate film 
of gold in place. 


"Why is it that the Bible is generally 


used ? Simply for the reason that the 
Bible i^ usually printed in small type 
and i=; always very evenly set, and the 
impression of the type on the paper is 
very slight, but enough to hold the gold 
leaf in place without injuring it. An 
other book that i& used for the sami 
purpose is the Bool: of Common Prayer 
the small type editions, of course. Th 
paper is always %eiy fine and smooth 
and when printed the leaves are Jus 
adapted for the purpose of holding th< 
gold leaf. 


"The first time that I was asked for 


nn explanation on this point was when 
I had a store for the sale of artists' mn 
terinls. A gentleman who bought sev 
oral books of English-made gold lea: 
came to me and asked me if paper was 
so scarce where the gold leal was mad 
that they had to cut up BiUles for the 
purpose of packing the leaf. He had no 
ticed that the sheets of gold leaf were 
packed between sheets of printedpaper 
but paid no attention to it until his eye 
cmiglit a Scriptural text that had often 
puzzled him. It was the passage: 'Iron 
sharpcncth iron; BO a man sharpeneth 
the countenance of hia fiiend.' Then ho 
biw that the gold leaf was placed be 
twcen ouf-up pages of the Bible. 
He 


seumed to think that the sheets of the 
BjblrV-eie used by tome religious man- 
ufacturer \\ho thought some one might 
be converted by reading a1 stray text 
He said he was almost startled when he 
read the text he wns puzzled 01 er am 
looked disappointed when I explainer 
in a matter-of-fact \vay why pages ol 
the Bible were used. 


"Once 01 twice very excellent people 


•\\lio bought this gold leaf from ma 
were indignant when they found that 
the Bible was cut up to hold it, and 
told me I should not encourage the 
profanation by Belling that kind of leaf 
Others \\ho were of a different temper- 
ament said they were glad to see it 
as it might lead to some people reading 
texts of Scripture, by glancing with cu- 
riosity at the piinted sheets, who 
never took a Bible in their hiinds. They 
held that no matter what form it took 
it was a good thing to circulate texts of 
Scripture "—X. Y. Sim. 


PHILIPPINE PRODUCTS. 


I'renrnt State of Agrlcalttire lot tUe 


Inland! and Itn A Into it Limit- 


lean I'o»slbUit!e«. 


The division of botany of the depart- 


ment of agriculture has just issued a 
pamphlet of information on the plant 
products of the Philippine islands. 
Only a ninth of the aiea of the Philip- 
pines is devoted to agriculture, al- 
though the chief industries of the 
islands are agricultural. The area un 
der cultivation is 3,267,000 hectares, or 
something more than 8,000,000 acres. 
Under proper 'methods the total agri- 
cultural production cc^ild be increased 
from 10 to 13 times. Rice, the staple 
food of the nathes and of the many 
Chinese in the islands, is grown in 
more than a hundred varieties, some of 


fm maturing within three months of 


planting, and permitting the raising of 
two crops in one jear. But in some 
jcari $2,000,000 worth of rice has to be 
imported. Most of this comes from 
Cochin China. The average annual pro- 
duction in the islands is 30,000,000 bush- 
els. In some prounees, Indian corn 
affords the people their chief susten- 
ance. They glow two ciops of this a 
5ear, also, when they plant the early 
\arietics. 


A dozen highly esteemed varieties 


of bananas are grown. The sugar pro- 
duced and used is practically all raw, 
there being- only one refinery in the 
archipelago. Coffee is grown, but the 
plantations are not well managed. A 
much used food is the bamboo plant, 
the young bhnots being eaten in salads 
and sauces. Tlipy arc \ery tender and 
acceptable. 


The natural product of perhaps 


greatest utility is the cocoa palm. The 
kernel and juice of the nut supply food 
and drink. The central nut that crowns 
the tree yields a wine, known as,tuba, 
of agreeable, pungent taste. When fer- 
mented the tuba yields \iuegar, and 
when distilled, brandy. Hopes and a 
calking material for boats are made 
from the cocoanut husks; spoons, cups 
and beads from the shells. 
Leaves 


make house roofs; some of the smaller 
ribs and veins of the leaves are formed 
into brooms; the midribs are used as 
fuel, and of the ashes of three soap is 
made. The trunks of the trees support 
the native houses, and from hollow 
sections of them oil and wine casks are 
made. The roots yield a red dye, 
Cocoanut oil the natives use for their 
hair and to illuminate streets nnd 
houses. 


Among ornamental plants thntgrow 


nild there are magnolias, clematis, 
aahlias, ylang-ylang, cameling, jasmine 
and manj species of ferns, orchids and 
roses.—N. Y. Sun.

If you will only have bare floors and 


rugs in your house there need never be 
a regular houseclcaning period. Tho 
louse \\lll be cleaned from week to 
week, and carpet cleaning as an ex- 
ceptional function will not be known. 


Don't use tea leaves to clean a delicate 


carpet. They will be sure to stain it. 
Jainp bran or newspapers dampened 
and torn will answer the purpose, 
"weep the way of the nap of the carpet. 
Neier shake rugs from the end; too 
much weight comes on them and they 
are liable to be torn or strained; shako 
hem from the bides. Turn them face 
lownttaid to be swept, or the dust will 
je ground into them. Salt used on a 
•arpet collects dampness and rusts the 
acks. 
For taking- spots from carpets use 


ammonia or ox gall and water. For the 
rormer use two tablespoonf uls of house- 
lold ammon<a to four quarts of water. 
ialf that amount will be all that will 
be needed usually. Use one tablespoon- 
ulof ox gall to a quart of water. Take 
a sponge or flannel, not too wet, and 
ub until nearly dry. Lime spots can 
>e removed \\ith vinegar. Use quickly 
and wash off. For soot cover quickly 
with salt or corn meal and sweep up. 
for ink, pour milk over the place and 
as it becomes discolored absorb it

Two Kationi. 


Every nation has the government and 


the cooking which it deserves. Thus, 
the Trench are the worst governed and 
the best fed people in Europe, for the 
reason that the majority of Frenchmen 
are perfectly indifferent to politics and 
keenly interested in food. The Eng- 
li»h are the worst led and the best gov- 
erned people in the world, because, with 
few exceptions, they care a great deal 
more about the programme of the gov- 
ernment than the menu of the cook. In 
the "Vieux Marcheur" there is a scene 
in the cabinet of a Parisian restaurant 
which illustrates the anxious delibera^ 
tion with which a French party debate 
their bill of fare. "What are you going 
to give us, Adrien ?" asks the host. "Ja'l 
pense a differentes choset,," replies the 
waiter. Fancy asking an English waiter 
what he was going to give jou for 
luncheon and his answering: "I have 
been thinking of several things!" 
Adrien then proposes a potagc Jeanne 
d'Aro, whereupon a young gentleman 
aeks, indignantly: "De la soupe a 
dejeuner?" 
Adrien's rebuke is mag- 


nificent: 
"Non, monsieur, pas de la 


soupe, du potage. C'est la vielle ecolc, 
et j'y suis fldele. L'hornme ne se mnin- 
tient que par les potages. Le grand 
Careme, qui a ecrit un tres beau livre 
sur lea potages, les appelle le» Portiqnes 
du Temple." 


French women do quite as much as 


French men to keep up the standard 
of cookery; and English women are 
quite a* much to blame as English men 
for the absence of any standard in this 
country. Ask any lady of your ac- 
quaintance what bhe thinks of a certain 
restaurant, and she will say: "Such a 
lovely room! I like those dark red 
hangings by Waxing so much." "But 
the dinner, my dear lady, what about 
the dinner?" "Oh, the dinner! I don't 
think I remember much about that." 
This fatal indifference filters down 
from the table through the service to 
the kitchen. The experiment is con- 
stantly tried of getting o\ er-celebra 
ted chefs from Puiis, and those who 
know these artists on their native 
heath are at a, loss to aecoimt for their 
cold and careless performances in Lon- 
don. 
The reasons are not for to seek, 


The foreign chef ia badly served in the 
kitchen and in the dining-room. This 
distresses him at first, until he learns 
that hjs patrons are too busy admiring 
the furniture tied one another to know 
whether his dinner is hot or cold. For 
the truth is that so long as the Up- 
holstery is magnificent and tho com 
pany numerous and smart Englibh peo- 
ple are quite happy. 
Given alabaster 


pillars, saddlebag settees, plenty of 
electric light and the restaurant or 
hotel is voted charming. The garbage 
which we placidly swallow at our very 
expensive hotels and on board our 
crack steamers is horrible to think of. 
Nor are our club? much better. In 1836 
Abraham Ha>viurd wrote: "The best 
judges are agreed that it is utterly im- 
possible to dine better than at the Carl 
ton." \Vould the members of that in1 
stitution indorse this statement now? 


In private houses there is the same 


Indifference above stairs, the same care' 
lessness below. Even among the upper 
class, where money is no object, the 
contrast is too painful between the 
splendor of the table and the common- 
place, ill-dressed fare. With the excep- 
tion of one or two of our great nobles 
who entertain royally, the best cooking 
Is to be found, as might be expected, in 
the houses of the cosmopolitan finan- 
ciers. In the upper middle class the 
difficulty of obtaining a decent cook is 
notorious, because the working English 
woman regards a serious, interebt in the 
orcparation of food as derogatory. To 
produce a good dinner at eight o'clock 
ihe cook should begin "thinking of dif- 
ferent things," like Adrien, ot an early 
period of the afternoon; whereas she 
ne\er dreams of beginning her duty 
until about an hour and e. half before 
the time. After all, why should she 
bother, if matter and mistress don't 
mind? Below the upper middle class 
cooking and dining disappear, and you 
get boiling, baking and feeding. Things 
will never mend until the majority rec- 
ognize that good cooking is an impor- 
tant factor in happiness, and insist 
upon getting it. Nothing is so difficult 
as to force a taste upon a people; but 
ive really think that a resolute effort 
migth be made by English travelers to 
raise the culinary standard in their own 
hotels,, which in thia respect are simply 
scandalous. Verily, we are a great and 
cpood nation; but nt the bare imagina- 
tion of our national cook«ry the stom- 
ach weeps.—London Saturday Review. 


Cnpturiiiu the Philippine Manic. 
Grim war has its drolleries, as 


the strapping Washington -volunteers 
proved the other day when they cap- 
tured the Filipino brass band of 82 
pieces which has been inspiring PHo 
lei Pilar's insurgents to combat. The 
most humorous aspect of the affair was 
the way in which some Manila China- 
men promptly came forward and filed 
claims against the instruments. In 
their thrifty fear of losing their prop- 
erty they made no bones of confessing 
that the instruments had been leased 
to the insurgents. 
The Tag-als are 


the worst enemies of the Chinamen, and 
Ihey know it, but they will apparently 
rent out their souls for a reasonable 
amount of cash in hand. But what will 
the northern insurgent army do now 
ivithout its hired music? If music hath 
:harms to stir the savage Filipino 
breast to treason, stratagems and 
spoils, the capture of this oriental rival 
of the Chicago orchestra may dampen 
even the imperial ambitions of Aguin- 
ildo.—Chicago Tribune. 


BORE HOLES TOPER THE SEA.

remarkable miners are found 


in. the ocean delving into the hardest 
rock. Some of them -work in limestone 
coral; othars penetrate the muddy bot- 
tom and incase the shaft in which the; 
work with lime. So far as it* resem- 
blance to a miner of land is concerned 
the shell known as pholas is the most 
remarkable, as it is not only a wonder- 
ful miner, but also carries a light, 
bright and vivid, that seems to serve 
au » miner,'B lamp, and that has some 
interesting properties, one of which 
is that it shows in the water and in » 
vacuum, and, while clear and distinct, 
emits not the slightest heat. 


The ph9lae is a richly chased shell 


about two inches in length, and has the 
power of boring holes in the hardest 
roek as well as in clay but, unlike othei 
miners, the pholas never comes out ol 
ihe mine. By some means, possibly by 
its rasping foot, possibly by some secre- 
tion that dissolves the stone, it gradual- 
ly wears the stone away and slowly and 
imperceptibly enters, not in a straight 
line, but in an undulating course, for a 
few inches. Having reached a place oJ 
safety, the miner begins to enlarge HP 
lend or tube. This continues as the 
shell grows, until finally, if the pholae 
was capable of appreciating its sur- 
roundings, it would realize that it was 
a pri*oner for life; that it had bored 
into a roek and there grown larger 
than the tunnel through which it en 
tered. The object of this miner is not 
to obtain riches, but to find protection 
and security in the granite cell, and 
with its light gleaming- at night, no 
better imitation of a human miner can 
be imagined. 


Almost as remarkable^s the mygel- 


lug. The pholas is, ineabed in n shell al- 
most flint, but the jnygtllus is -very 
delicate and in all probability forms its 
tunnel with the aid of some dissolving 
secretion. 
It penetrates the rook or 


abject which U selects, and gradually 
throws out a tiny tube, which is merely 
an extension of the shell. In some in- 
stances this tube IB a foot in length, 
and a marvelous example of the tube- 
maker's ait. It is said that a distin- 
guished engineer obtained his idea of 
a tunnel from this shell. 


Thefce phell mineis are not especially 


destructive. They bore \ cry slowly uiid 
usually attack t-tone, but there are 
other miners which arc inveterate ene- 
mies of man in their efforts to destroj 
wharvcb, pjeis and vessels, chief among 
which is a little crab-like creature, Inn- 
norid, that affects piers and bores into 
the hardest lumber, penetrating it in 
every direction until it presents the ap- 
pearance of a honeycomb. So persist- 
ent arc these miners on the California 
coast that it is necessary to repair 
docks and piers once or twice a year. 


In tropical waters an equally de- 


structive ocean miner is found in the 
teredo, that penetrates the hulls of 
vessels and woodwork of all kinds. As 
it proceeds it incases its tube with a 
limehke secretion and in some instances 
the entire f»amewoik is eatvu away 
and replaced by the pearly deposits of 
this miner, that constructs a tube as 
carefully devised as the arch of the 
human miner. A wreck stranded on a 
coral reef, BO high and dry that one 
could walk around it at low tide, show ed 
the ^eams and planks intact in many 
instances, but the hand could be thrust 
through the apparently solid planking 
in any direction, the structure crush- 
ing in like pasteboard. The interior 
wood had been eaten away and replaced 
by the limelike tubes of this remarkable 
miner. 


Among the worms are many tingular 


miners that construct elaborate tubes 
10 or IS feet in length and have lights 
upon their bodies with which to illum- 
nate the tunnel. Nearly all the crabs 
are miners and of a very skillful class, 
especially the spirit crabs, which mine 
ft soft sand and by their careful manip- 
ulation prove their wonderful skill in 
mining. — Chicago Chronicle.

mummified by her loving relations. 


She was then consigned to a alee 


dry cave, secure from desecration by 
man or beast. But the cold-Dlooded Eu- 
ropean scientist—a creature who %\ ould 
botanize upon his mother's grave—the 
other day disturbed the sacred remains, 
put them in a packing case and shipped 
them by the steamer Gulf of Corovado 
for a Belgian museum. 


The packing case, with the Peruvian 


!ady and two skulls for company, ar- 
rived safely at Liverpool and reached 
Broad street goods station on April 15. 


Here the curious clerk, failing to find 


his consignment note, had the case 
opened, and, scenting an 'orrible trag- 
edy, 
hastened off to the police. 


The police found refuge in the cor- 


oner, who consulted Dr. Hewitt Oliver, 
whose evidence at the inquest yester- 
day ran thus.: 


The mummified body was wrapped in 


a coarse, reddish cloth, some what of the 
character of sail cloth, and was sewed 
up with string. There were also two 
skulls, two lower jaw bones and two 
earthenware pote, some rope, some 
strips of hide, or leather, and a copy of 
the "Lady" newspaper (evidently the 
mummy was a woman of fashion.) lie 
was of the opinion that the body of the 
mummy had been doubled up, so as to 
assume a sitting* position, soon after 
death, the head being slightly de- 
pressed, and the arms folded across the 
chest. II was that of a young female, 
probably about 26 years of age. The 
hair was long, straight and of a dark 
brown color, being tied round and 
round art the end plaits on either side 
with a string, in a veiy neat fashion. 
Each plait was made up of three smaller 
plaits. He could not say the probable 
period of death, beyond thnt ittaust 
have occurred many years ago. 


The larger of the two skulls was that 


of a male, about 25 years of age, and on 
it was a poition of the btalp, covered 
with a tuft of long, dark, straight, 
brown hair. The smaller skull was 
probably that of an adult female, about 
the same age. 


The earthenware pots were made of 


sandstone. The rope was composed of 
hair, a method of manufacture common 
in South America. 


The jury, having been further in- 


structed by the doctor, waa enabled to 
deliver the following verdict: 


'That the woman was found dead at 


the railway goods station, Sun street, 
on April 15, and did die at some date un- 
known, in some foreign country, prob- 
ably South America, from some cause 
unknown. No proof s of a violent death 
are found, and the body has been dried 
and buried in some foreign manner, 
probably suii dried and cave buried!, 
and the jurors are satisfied that this 
body does not show any recent crime in 
this country, and that the deceased was 
unknown and about 25 years of age."—• 
London ^tail. 


CLEAN STREETS IN BERLIN. 


A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

Bicyclists who have ridden much on 


the asphalt streets of German cities say 
that the tendency to "side slip" is there 
much less marked tho.n on similar pave- 
ments in this country. The explana- 
tion of this fact may possibly lie in the 
statement which is made by the Amer- 
ican consul at Breslou that the asphalt 
streets in that city are regularly 
wnshed, the purpose of the washing be- 
lug to remove the blime which the as- 
phalt seems to leave and to keep the 
street from being slippery. The wash- 
ing has the further effect of preserving 
and hardening the asphalt. The care 
taken of the asphalt by the city author- 
ities contrasts strongly with the meth- 
ods usually adopted in the United 
States. 


For insta-nce, the space in front of the 


consulate is divided into four squares, 
which are in charge of one man. After 
cleaning the street early in the morn- 
ing he wheels out a barrow load of very 
fine, sharp band and scatters it lightly 
over the btrcets to prevent slipping. 
On rainy days the process is icpeatcd 
several times. Once a" week the whole 
street is sluiced and thoroughly washed 
with sprinkling carts. These are fol- 
lowed by ample roller brushes, which 
sweep the water and slime into the gut- 
ter, whence it is carted away. 
After 


this the man who has charge of the 
street comes along with Wa wheelbar- 
row and snnd Bprinkler. hi sptinfr or 
autumn, when the tJrcets are 
often 


sloppy and wet, the washing 11 done 
several times during the wpfk. 


The man in charge of 1hc asphalt 


pavement is paid five cents an hour, the 
ordinary street hands receiving four 
rents. Nobody litters up tbe street or 
puts sweepings on the pavement. There 
is a box kept for these. Wire baskets 
are fastened on lamp-posts, against 
houses, fences or trees in which the 
public may throw waste paper while 
walking along. T^e citizens are very 
proud of their clean and sweet smelling 
streets, and the householders have to 
sweep to the center of the street in 
front of their sidewalks everj morning 
before six o'clock. The litter is piled 
np and soon the city teams cart it away. 
—Boston Transcript..

This eiten- 
Bion of the free delivery system IB the 
work of Postmaster Dlckeraou of De- 
troit. 


Thousands of vessels enter and clewr 


at Detroit, and other thousands pass 
without stopping. There is mail for all 
of these, and many times It Is of the 
first importance that this mail be re- 
ceived oa soon as possible. City, town 
and 
country 
received ttcir mail 


promptly on time, and Mr. Dickerson 
determined that the shipping Interests 
should be equally well served. 


From this sprang the system, which 


has worked so well in practice, though 
it was pronounced visionary py all who 
knew of it before it was put in opera- 
tion. The plan adopted was to make 
use of a yacht which towed the row- 
boat directly in front of a passing- ves- 
sel and left it there. Then came a flne 
exhibition of watermanship. Juet be- 
fore the steamer crashed down on the 
rowboat and its occupant a dexterous 
twist of the oars placed the little boat 
under the flank of one of the bows of 
the steamer. 


The "bone" In the teeth of the steam- 


er then gave the rowboat a sharp thrust 
o one side, and as soon as the little 
craft had ridden the foaming wave the 
currier rose in his seat to send a light 
ine to the deck of the vessel, and then 
resumed his seat. The line was made 
'ast, and soon the hissing coil of 80 
eet was paid out from the rowboat, 
ind with a leap like that of a monster 
fish attached to the line the rowboat 
prong forward, while the carrier In it 
mnj on with a fierce grip to prevent 
himt rtf from being hurled overboard. 


As soon as the rowboat reached the 


momentum of the passing vessel a pail 
was lowered from above with mall to 
o ashore and in it was pjaced the mail 
or the ship, after which the line was 
ast off and the rowboat was picket 
p by the yacht to which it was at- 
-ached. This feat of delivering mail 
ras always difficult In smooth water, 


but on stormy days and when the river 
was plowed up by strong southwestern 
it was exceedingly dangerous as well. 


Darkness added more danger to the 


task; but week by week the service 
grew and became a success. It is pro- 
posed now to ask congress for an ap- 
propriation to build a swift and strong 
vessel for boarding purposes—one that 
will bo fast enough to catch any vessel 
that passes through the river, and one 
also that will not be damaged by the 
shock of contact when the mail boat la 
made fast to the other vessel. 


The service is a continuous one of 


24 hours a day during the entire sea- 
son of navigation, no matter vthat the 
weather may be. During the busiest 
months of the season these large ves- 
sels sometimes pass at the rate of one 
per minute, and it ia almost beyond 
belief that none of them is ever missed. 
CTpon one occasion last year 37 boats 
passed during the space of an hour, 
3J6 pieces of mail were delivered and 
J8 pieces collected during that time 
with vessels, both ways. \ 


The first month that it was in opera- 


tion only 00 letters were delivered to 
[.uibsing- ships, but before the close of 
na\ igation there were 500 pieces of mail 
delivered every day. 


At present there are only three men 


who are actively employed in the work 
of delivering and collecting the letters. 
These are M. S. Bandall, J. Hammcsand 
W. Yates. Three nervier men do not 
exist. They have gone out with mail 
in the teeth of storms that make even 
the most courageous skippers on the 
lakes think tvuce before facing, and 
never yet ha^e they had an accident or 
lost so much as a postal card.—Detroit 
Cor.

ARTIFICIAL COTTON. 


It la Mad« at Small Coat In AnMrla 


from the Wood of ll*e 


Fir Tree. 


Consul Mahiu, of Reichenberg, in a 


report to the state department under 
date of April 21,1338, quotes an account 
in a local newspaper of a process for 
making artilicial cotton from the wood 
of the fir tree. 


It appears that th£ wood is reduced 


to thin shapings, -which are placed in 
a washing apparatus, exposed to the 
influence of steam for ten hours. They 
(ire then subjected to a strong prepara- 
tion of sodium lye and are heated un- 
der great pressure for 36 hours. 
The 


wood is now changed to pure cellulose, 
und to give this a greater resisting pow- 
er some castor oil, caffeine and gela- 
tine are added. The substance is then 
put into an apparatus and made into 
threads, which are reeled. 


The article concludes: "Artificial cot- 


ton can be produced so cheaply that the 
genuine article can hardly compete 
with it, and one cannot say that it ia 
a sham, for it is composed, exactly as 
the natural cotton, of pure cellulose." 


Mr. Maliin adds: "In a country such 


us this, where forests of fir trees abound 
and are made perennial by constant re- 
planting as the large trees are cutdown, 
and where all the cotton used in the nu- 
merous factories must be brought from 
far India and the United States, such s 
device should be profitable."—X. Y. 
Times.
